State Superintendent 
Thompson Makes Re- 
quest—Says He Has Tak- 
en Charge of Firm. _ 


COMPANY’S OFFICERS 
QUESTION AUTHORITY 


Official Threatens Receiver- 
ship Unless J. A. McVoy 
Is Deposed—Loans on 
Stock Purchases Are Issue 


State Insurance Superintendent 
Joseph B. Thompson announced 
yesterday at Jefferson City that 
his department has taken charge 
of the Central States Life Insur- 
ance Co. of St. Louis and has re- 
quested the resignation of Presi- 
dent James A. McVoy. The com- 
pany, which has more than $100,- 
000,000 insurance in force, has home 
offices at 3663 Lindell boulevard, 
in the old St. Louis Club building. 


Company officers who decline to 
be quoted, question Thompson’s au- 
thority to take charge, or demand 
President McVoy’s __ resignation. 
They say the company is in good 
condition and that there is no legal 
ground to justify Thompson’s ac- 
tion. 

The annual meeting of the Board 
of Directors will be held Feb. 14, 
and Thompson has threatened a 
receivership suit against the com- 
pany unless President McVoy is 
deposed and a reorganization takes 
place at that meeting. 

“In the event of receivership,” 
said Thompson, “the State Insur- 
ance Department would insist on 
reinsurance of the Central States 
Life by some other company.” 

Suggests Certain Changes. 

Thompson added that a reorgani- 
zation naming Vice-President Geo. 
Graham as president ‘to succeed 
McVoy, “together with certain other 
changes,” would satisfy the depart- 
ment. The Kansas City Life Insur- 
ance Co., he said, is the onfy com- 
pany in the state in condition to 
reinsure the Central States Life if 
the controversy, ends in receiver- 
ship. 

The demands of Thompson re- 
sulted largely from McVoy’s pur- 
chases of large blocks of stock to 
centralize control of the company 
within the directorate. ’ 

McVoy came to the Central States 
as an actuary when it was founded, 
21 years ago, from the Missouri In- 
surance Department, and has been 
president 15 years. About 13 years 
ago he set about to bring control 
of a majority of the stock into the 
hands of officers of the company. 

He acquired 30,105 shares for 
himself through personal purchases 
and with loans from other life in- 
surance companies and banks, to 
which he gave the stock as collat- 
eral. Vice-President Graham ac- 
quired 16,000 shares. The company 
has 80,000 shares outstanding, and 
the total of 46,105 shares, held by 
President McVoy and Vice-Prési- 
dent Graham, was a substantial ma- 
jority. 

Thrived Until 1931. 

The company did a thriving busi- 
ness and paid dividends out of 
profits regularly until 1931. With 
money from the dividends and his 
salary of $36,000 a year, President 
McVoy was able to reduce his loans 
and pay interest, but when the divi- 
dend was passed in 1931, and his 
salary cutto $26,000 at the in- 


y stance of Insurance Superintendent 


Thompson, who said it was too 
high, McVoy found himself embar- 
rassed by the outstanding loans. 
The company showed a profit in 
1931, according to ofifcials of the 
company, but the dividend was 
passed as a precaution, because of 
heavy policy loans due to unem- 
ployment. 

One of the loans, originally held 
by the Missouri State Life, was 
brought a year ago by the Kansas 
City Life Co., which now holds the 
stock and McVoy’s note. This loan 
is $218,000, secured by 25,000 shares 
of Central States stock. The note 
matures Feb. 1, 1934. 

Other loans obtained by McVoy 
to purchase Central States stock, 
and their source, according to 
Thompson, were as follows:

Denver M. Wright and 
Companions Open Fire 
After Prodding . Pair — 
One Hit 5 Times.

WOLF ISLAND, Mo., Jan. 21.— 
Well, Denver M. Wright’s lions are 
ready for the taxidermist. — 

They perished ignominiously to- 
day before the bullets of Wright 
and his huntsmen, and made a dis- 
mal failure of the St. Louis leather 
novelties manufacturer’s plan to 
use them as the prey in a hunt 
destined to bring to Missouri all 
the glories of an African big game 
hunt. 

Throughout the 24 hours follow- 
ing their release from their cage 
Friday afternoon they appeared ut- 
terly incapabie of living up to the 
standard expected of hunted lions. 
They refused to leave the vicinity 
of the camp, they gamboled before 
the bewildered members of the 
party, they insisted on howling 
through the hours of darkness, 
when Wright's retinue was already 
hard put to it to find” dry spots 
under tents that failed to ward off 
a drenching rain. 


Today while a drizzling rain 
cheated Wright’s movie photogr- 
phers out of any hope of recording 
the hunt in celluloid, the lions con- 
tinued in their refusal to go away 
and hide, even though the members 
of the party shouted, beat on pans, 
threw stones, waved their arms and 
even subjected one of the animals 
to the contumely of being prod- 
ded in the hindquarters with a 
stick. 

Lions Finally Shot. 


One of the animals, /less willing 
than the other, was wounded when 
it arose from its rectiimbent pos- 
ture as Wright and his three rifle- 
men got too close. It was finished 
off by Wright’s 14-year-old son, 
Charles, who shot it through the 
head as it lay on the sand at 
the water’s edge, bleeding from two 
body wounds. 

The other got on its feet after 
it had been prodded by one “In- 
dian Joe,” a member of the party, 
and was promptly dispatched by 
Wright, his son, Ted Bennett of 
Dorena, Mo., and John Clifft of 
East Prairie, who riddled the ani- 
mal with rifle fire. 

Neither of the lions was more 
than 200 feet from the camp. when 
it was shot. 

Perhaps the lions might have 
fallen more thoroughly into the 
spirit of the occasion if the 
weather had been better. As it was, 
it- had rained steadily from Tues- 
day afternoon, when Wright, and 
the quarry arrived after a 200-mile 
haul from ° Wright’s' home in 
Brentwood, St. Louis County, until 
Friday morning when the arimals 
were released. 

Break Through Barricade. 

As soon as they left their cage 
—in bright sunshine—the lions be- 
gan behaving as though they had 
given deep thought to the work of 
worrying the members of the ex- 
pedition. In the first place both 
of them dashed through the barbed 
wire barricade erected with the in- 
tention of routing them through the 
woods and away from the camp. 

This was disconcerting because 
the fence around Wright's camp 
was built in the same style as the 
barricade, four strands of barbed 
wire on stout posts. Quickly ap-

Feb. 3, or oné month before the end 
of his term. 

This unusual course was taken by 
Senator Hawes in order that Ben- 
nett C. Clark, who was elected as 
his successor last November, may 
be appointed by Gov. Park to fill 
out the unexpired term and there- 
by gain seniority over the large 
group of new senators who will 
come into office on March 4. 

A month added to Clark’s length 
of service in the Senate will be use- 
ful to him in connection with com- 
mittee assignments. 

In a letter to Gov. Park, which 
will be read in the Senate Monday 
as Hawes’ forma} notice of retire- 
ment, the Senator said: 

“It pleases me, and I am sure will 
meet with the approval of Missouri 
Democrats, to know that you will 
appoint to this vacancy that very 
able young statesman, Bennett C. 
Clark, who has been elected as my 
successor. Some two years ago I 
decided to retire but have awaited 
the election of a Democratic gov- 
ernor to fill the vacancy.” 

When Hawes first announced two 
years ago. that he would not be a 
candidate for a second term, he had 
made a tentative arrangement to 
become the director of a national 
organization. He later cancelled this 


plan but adhered to his decision to 
retire from the Senate.

ERUPTING LIKE VOLCANO 


On Fire Near Conroe, Tex., They 
Throw Out Sea of Bubbling 
Mud. -

CONROE, Tex., Jan. 21.—Erup- 
tions from a bubbling sea of mud, 
a mile in length, hampered fire 
fighters as they fought two burn- 
ing gas wells near here tonight. 

Crevices in the road leading to 
the area and huge cracks in the 
earth about the creek bed in which 
the burning wells are located spout- 
ed gas and mud high into the air. 
Five water wells in the area blew in 
gassers with a roar at noon, 
geysering gas and slush. Oil men 
said the burning wells- apparently 
had struck a new gas pocket in the 
oil fields and the loosened earth 
was not strong enough to hold back 
the pressure. 

The Kansas No. 1 Madley well 
caught fire last week and the earth 
about its mouth since has blown 
away, leaving a crater estimated 
to be 750 feet in depth. A nearby 
well was set fire later to reduce the 
danger of an accidental explosion of 
gas. Both are raging only slightly 
checked by water and hurling back 
water and mud.

The Hoover-Roosevelt commu- 
nique of yesterday announcing the 
incoming administration would re- 
ceive British debt representations 
stirred up a torrid Senate debate 
during the day in which Robinson 
of Arkansas, the Democratic lead- 
er, branded as “cheap politics” a 
charge by Robinson, Indiana Re- 
publican, that it was “usurpation 
of authority.” 

The Republican contended Con- 
gress, with full power on the sub- 
ject, had “closed the door” to fur- 
ther debt’ discussions, but the Dem- 
ocratic leader replied it would “be 
an act of gross discourtesy” for 
this country to refuse to discuss 
the question with Great Britain. 

Czecho-Slovakian Inquiry. 

A parade of other debtor nations 
to the discussion counter was fore- 
east earlier in the day by a visit 
of the Czecho-Slovakian Minister, 
Ferdinand Veverka, to the State 
Department to find out how his de 
faulting government could open up 
the subject. 

Later he said it was his impres- 
sion that the door was open to 
other nations seeking revision as 
well as England. However, Assist- 
ant Secretary Bundy, with whom 
he talked, said Veverka had been 
given no basis for such an impres- 
sion and that the State Department 
would not attempt to interpret the 
Hoover-Roosevelt statement. 

The congressional resolution Bor- 
ah apparently had in mind was that 
attached to ratification of the Hoo- 
vér moratorium, which recorded op- 
position to cancellation or revision 
of the debts. 

The Idaho Senator has found lit- 
tle support in the present adminis- 
tration for his proopsal to throw 
the debt question into a world con- 
ference with other interational 
problems, and Roosevelt himself 
has said in the past that he consid- 
ered the debtor nations should be 
handled separately. 

Indiana Robinson Opens. 

One of his closest friends on 
Capitol Hill said today, however, 
that he felt the negotiations for 
which the way has now been 
opened would be purely preélim- 
inary to the world economic con- 
ference and expressed confidence 
that the President-elect would per- 
mit the debt question to be consid- 
ered at that gathering along with 
other international economic prob- 
lems.

“Since Congress has full author- 
ity to declare its policy, it seems 
scarcely within the powers of the 
President and the President-elect 
to alter that policy.” 

Reading a headline that said 
“Door Is Opened Wide to Debt Ad- 
justments,” Robinson commented: 

“We had supposed the door had 
been definitely closed.” 

“Encouragement to Default.” 

Asserting that the joint Hoover- 
Roosevelt statement would “give 
encouragement to those who owe 
debts to the United States to de- 
fault,” Robinson added: 

“I wish either Mr. Hoover or 
Mr. Roosevelt would walk out on 
the street and talk to any 10 
Americans and they would find 
that 10 out of 10 are opposed to 
transferring these debts to the 
backs of the American taxpayers.” 

“I wish the President-elect would 
concentrate his intellect on how to 
remedy the tuation for the 
American people and forget about 
Europe for a moment,” Robinson 
continued.

BY ECONOMY BILL

Governor’s to 


- Limit Public Service Com. 


to Cripple Inquiries. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post- 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 21.— 


Drastic reduction of the facilities 
of the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission for investigation and regu- 
lation of public utility rates and 


operating practices, would be ef- 
fected through a provision in one 
of Gov. Park’s administration bills, 
pending in the Legislature, which 
would limit the commission to not 
more than 75 employes. 

This proposal, which would cut 
the commission’s staff approximate- 
ly one-half, actually would save 
the State treasury only a few 
thousand dollars a year, since the 
employes who would be eliminated 
are paid, not from State revenues, 
but from: fees collected from util- 
ities whose rates are under inves- 
tigation. Savings through the lim- 
itation would accrue to the utili- 
ties, in escaping rate inquiries, and 
not to the State. 

The provision limiting the com- 
misison’s staff is contained in the 
Governor's bill reducing salaries 
in 43 State departments and in- 
stitutions. A limitation of the num- 
ber of department employes is pro- 
vided in the bill for only two other 
of the 43 departments and institu- 
tions. They are the Workmen’s 
Compensation Commission and the 
State Oil Inspection Department. 

Urged by Research Group. 

The Governor's bill, insofar as it 
relates to the Public Service Com- 
mission, closely follows the recom- 
mendations of the Committee on 
Taxation and Governmental Re- 
form, a volunteer research commit- 
tee formed after the 1931 session 
of the Legislature by a farm or- 
ganization, and composed largely 
of rural members of the Legisla- 
ture. P 

The Public Service Commission 
now has 151 employes, of whom 44 
are paid from the general revenues 
of the State. The remainder, large- 
ly engineers and accountants, are 
paid from fees collected in valua- 
tion and rate cases, the cost of 
which is charged to the utility un- 
der investigation. The actual sav- 
ing to the State, through commis- 
sion salary reductions proposed in 
the bill, and through the limitation 
of the number of employes is es- 
timated at about $20,000 a year. 

If the Governor’s proposal is 
adopted, the field staff of the com- 
mission for auditing the accounts of 
utilities, and determing the value 
of their property for rete-making 
purposes, would be reduced from 
the present force of slightly more 
than 100 to about 30, and to that 
extent the commission would be 
crippled in its investigations of the 
reasonableness of rates and the 
value of utility property for rate- 
making purposes. 

54 on Union Electric Case Alone. 

The commission is now using 54 
of its engineers and accountants in 
a single valuation case that of Un- 
ion Electric Light & Power Co. of 
St. Louis, to fix a basé for rate- 
making. The appraisal has been in 
progress since June, 1931. The force 
required on this one appraisal is 
almost double that whic hthe com- 
mission would have available for 
all such work, under the proposed 
limitation. Valuations of other 
smaller utility companies are also 
in progress. 

The valuation schedule of the 
commission includes a@ revaluation 
of the property of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co., of St. Louis, which, it is 
expected, will be started in Febru- 
ary, under an order of the Missouri 
Supreme Court, In reversing the 
commission’s authorization of a gas 
rate increase in St. Louis in a case 
instituted in 1927. The commission 
also plans to begin a valuation of 
Missouri properties of the South- 
western Bell Telephone Co., and the 
Kansas City Power & Light Co..

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Jan. 21.— 
President-elect Roosevelt, whd visit- 
ed the idle $150,000,000 Muscle 
Shoals project today, said in ad- 
dresses to several audiences, includ- 
ing one in Montgomery, that he 
intended to get the plant in opera- 
tion. 

Mr. Roosevelt received a rousing 
reception as he drove to the State 
Capitol amid crowds that lined the 
route, 


At the Capitol Mr. Roosevelt 
stood almost on the spot—‘“This 
Sacred Spot,” he termed it—where 
Jefferson Davis, the President of 
the Confederacy, was inaugurated. 
Before a large crowd he spoke 
of his hopes for development of the 
Tennessee Valley through a broad 
scheme for promoting the Muscle 
Shoals plant. 

“I regard it as all-important that 
this great plant lying so many 
years in idleness be put into opera- 
tion for two reasons,” he_ said. 
“First, to provide work and, sec- 
ondly, for making Muscle Shoals a 
part of a greater devolopment that 
will take in the entire Tennessee 
Valley from the mountains of Vir- 
ginia to the coa‘st of the gulf. 
“Muscle Shoals gives us an op- 
portunity to accomplish the great 
purpose, to set an example of plan- 
ning. It offers opportunity for the 
generations to come of tying-in in- 
dustry, Forestry and Flood preven- 
tion, so that we can afford a bet- 
ter opportunity and place for the 
millions to live here in the. years 
to come, 

“Today is really a red letter day. 
I am convineed by what was seen 
by the members of Congress and 
your President-elect, that’ just as 
soon as we possibly can, up in 
Washington, we are going to start 
something practicable and useful.” 
Referring to the Civil War, the 
President-elect said that conflict 
had done “more than anything else 
to bind the United States into »& 
whole.” 

“Friends and neighbors of Ala- 
bama,” he said, “I regard it a great 
privilege to stand in this sacred 
spot where a great American took 
the oath of Presidency of the Con- 
federacy. 

“I am thinking how little the 
of the feelings between the North 
and South.

“My husband has just been elect- 
ed President,” she said. “It is an 
overwhelming responsibility and 
the American people, when they 
elect men to high office, expect 
something of their wives.” 

Mrs.

wife of the next President to aid 
him in feeling the pulse of the 
nation. . 

“One of the dangerous things,” 
she said, “in high office is that 
you never hear the truth. Every- 
one says ‘yes’ to you. I have built 
up my mail until I receive hun- 
dreds of letters daily-with the in- 
tent of obtaining a true picture 
of what the country is thinking and 
feeling and perhaps I can be of as- 
sistance in that way.” 

Urges Youth to Enter Politics. 

She spoke here at Orchestra Hall 
as a guest of the Illinois League 
of Women Voters and made twé6 
special appeals—for youth to in- 
terest itself in politics and for 
women particularly to unite in ef- 
forts to outlaw war. 

The problems of the day, Mrs. 
Roosevelt said, has thrust them- 
selves into each life and the young 
people who were just beginning to 
vote would be the ones on whom 
final decision in solution of the 
problems likely. would fall. 

To youth she advised keen study 


Roosevelt said she had}: 


of all parties and problems. 


“Study both sides,” she said, “and 
make your decisions impartially. I 
am not one of those who believe in 
being hide-bound in a party. A 
party needs to be kept up to its 
ideals.” :

satisfactory and fearful of respon- 
sibility.” 

“After all,” she said, “I can re- 
mind those critics that my genera- 
tion and your generation has made 
the present generation. Youth is 
affected primarily by example.”

Roosevelt described as one that re- 
quired pioneering of the same brand 
that faced the nation’s forefathers. 

Must Try New Things. 

“We have come to the place where 
we must learn and try new things,” 
she said. “We must learn first that 
our Government is one of individ- 
ual responsibility. Good leaders 
can fail in a democracy unless all 
citizens pull the-oars the same di- 
rection in the same boat.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt warned against 
“going to sleep as regards inter- 
national affairs and efforts to out- 
law war.” The women, she said, 
had left that responsibility mainly 
to the Government. 

“We cannot prevent war unless 
we make ourselves felt and unless 
we change our present thought,” 
Mrs. Roosevelt said. “War preven- 
tion is a woman’s crusade, and if 
we do not act we will have war 
and shall deserve to suffer what 
women alone suffer in war.”

AT CAMP’S DOOR

no prospect of better weather, 
Wright decided to hunt them right 
away. Might catch cold and die 
out in that wet grass, he explained. 


The “Hunt” Begins. 


Wright and the riflemen stepped 
outside the fence. The others, un- 
armed except for pots, pans and 
sticks, followed them. The lions 
looked on in some bewilderment 
from their places 100 feet away, 
then retreated—but not far. 

The one who had been languid 
throughout the period of its liberty 
finally sat down. When the din 
raised by the party increased it lay 
down and refused to budge. Final- 
ly, after Wright and his riflemen 
had made an encircling movement 
calculated to move the languid one 
without changing the situation— 
Wright advanced a few steps near- 
er the animal. 

At this show of temerity the ani- 
mal arose, growled, flattened its 
ears and made a small bound— 
quite a small one—in Wright's di- 
rection. Wright fired. So did Ben- 
nett. The lion was struck twice in 
the body. It knew when it was 
bested. It retreated toward the 
camp. 

It was joined by the other, who 
had been watching the proceedings 
idly from a distance of 50 feet. To- 
gether they loped to the water's 
edge, where the stricken animal lay 
down on the sand. The unhurt one 
retired to a hummock and spread 
itself over the mound like a library 
rug, with nothing showing to the 
hunters but its head and forepaws. 
Son Dispatches Wounded Lion. 
They tried to make the wounded 
lion get up and go away, so there 
could be more hunting, but it was 
too badly injured. It lay, bleeding, 
and paid no attention to the shouts.

This vexed the survivor. It got 
up with the first show of spunk it 
had exhibited and started to move, 
whether toward Joe, the party or 
the rear no one was ever to know. 
Second Lion Hit by Five Bullets. 
For at that instant the four ri- 
fles blazed. The lion, struck by 
four bullets, fell and thrashed 
around in its death agony. One of 
the movie camera men, encouraged 
to action even in the face of ad- 
verse weather conditions, shouted, 
“Hold it,” and began to grind. 

Wright sensed the situation at 
once. He advanced on the agon- 
ized lion with his rifle at his shoul-

The carcasses of the two lion- 
esses, appropriately stuffed and 
posed, now adorn Wright’s den in 
his home at 1618 Annalee avenue, 
Brentwood.

The killing of 
the two lions today, as and when 
they were killed, struck him a3 
“the humane thing to do” in view of 
all the circumstances. 

After the last of the huntsmen 
had inspected the carcass Wright 
called to his side four Negroes, who 
had been hired to act as beaters 
when it still appeared that the 
lions might be willing to hide away 
on the island. 

Their only beating had been on 
tin pans but with the movie man 
still crying for more good shots, 
they now came in handy. The lions 
were trussed up by the feet to 
poles and the cameras recorded 
the scene as the Negroes picked 
them up and carried them to the 
boat.

TO BE DEPOSITED IN 4 BANKS 


Boatmen’s National of St. Louis 
One of Depositories Named to 
Hold Part of $900,000.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 21.~ 
Transfer from the State Insurance 
Department to four banks of ap- 
proximately $932,000 in impounded 
premiums collected by 74 stock fire 
insurance companies operating in 
Missouri was formally ordered to- 
night by Circuit Judge Mike G, 
Sevier. 

The Exchange National Bank 
and Central Missouri Trust Co. of 
Jefferson City, the Boatmen’s Na- 
tional Bank of St. Louis and the 
Commerce Trust Co. of Kansas City 
were designated by Sevier’s order 
as depositories of the impounded 
money, 

The order specifies that the funds 
on deposit with the four banks 
shall be a “special fund,” kept segre- 
gated from general assets. 

Interest on the impounded funds 
is to be paid at the rate author- 
ized from time to time by the St, 
Louis Clearing House Association 
and paid by its member banks on 
demand deposits, computed quar- 
terly on dally balances and “shail 
make quarterly accounting thereof 
to the Court.”

Country for 14 Years Has 
‘Fiddled While World 
Burned,’ He Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—The Unit- 
ed States was termed tonight by 
Dr. Glenn Frank, president of the 
University of Wisconsin, a “Nero 
among nations,” a country which 
for 14 years had “fiddled while the 
world burned.” 

In an 8000-word address before 
the New York chapter of the Amer- 
ican Institute of Banking, Dr. 
Frank reviewed the chief problems 
facing President-elect Roosevelt, 
and stressed war debts, foreign re- 
lations, tariffs and the farm prob- 
lem. 

“Unless we can contrive to bring 
something more than technical skill 
and specialized knowledge to its 
navigation,” he said, “this ship of 
western civilization—already listing 
dangerously — may conceivably 
flounder and go down.” 

He said the United States had 
been attempting the impossible in 
seeking to “assert the rights of a 
world power without accepting the 
responsibilities of a world power.” 

Condemns High Tariffs. 

In denouncing high tariffs he 
said the road was one of “suicide” 
and added that if it were followed 
in the future “the world will be 
divided into competing tariff camps 
and in those tariff camps the next 
world war may be born.” 

In world affairs the United 
States, Dr. Frank saig, had “acted 
the amateur that we Bre.” 

“We should be slow to admit it,” 
he continued, “but we have tried to 
run Europe from the side lines. 
Some day we may realize we can- 
not impose American ideas upon 
Europe unless we are willing to 
share the cost of their acceptance.” 

The net effect of America’s post- 


' war foreign policy he described as 


putting the nation “very much in 
the position of the little boy who 
rings the doorbell and then races 
hurriedly away, having started an 
activity in the house that he does 
not stay to see finished.” 

“The new diplomacy of Europe,” 
he added, “resorts to a public con- 
ference of nations on the shore of 
Lake Geneva, while the old di- 
plomacy of the United States re- 
sorts to a private conference be- 
tween a president and a premier 
in a de.luxe fishing camp on the 
banks of the Rapidan.” 

Would Wipe Out War Debt. 

In discussing war debts he sug- 
gested that “the world at large, 
ourselves included, might very well 
gain in cold cash by the complete 
wipe-out by all nations of these 
stale obligations that today chill 
and chain the economic enterprise 
of the world.” He called “prompt- 
ness of economic recovery,” more 
important than “the payment of 
reparations and the collection of 
war debts.” 

“Even at this late day,” he con- 
tinued, “I am not sure but that a 
constructive initiative by the 
United States might legitimately 
blackmail the nations of the world 
into an intelligent reduction. of 
armaments and a rational program 
of world tariffs—which alone would 
save the world a vast wastage—in 
return for an all-around wiping out 
of these obligations.” 

“Mr. Roosevelt,” he continued, 
“will face two clear alternatives: 
we must either play for a reopen- 
ing of world markets for American 
agricultural products or scale our 
whole system of farming down to 
a doméstic basis. If we take the 
latter course, we shall fasten upon 
American farmers the present 
$11,000,000,000 drop in annvyal in- 


_ come, and it does not take a clair- 


voyant to see what this will mean 
to American business and indus- 
try.”

—More than 25,000 of the unem- 
ployed of Minneapolis have been 


aided by the co-operative self-help 
plan organized here last summer, 
and now carried on under the name 
of the Minneapolis Organized Un- 
employed, Inc. 

“No Charity, No Dole — Produc- 
tive, Creative Work,” is the motto 
of the movement, which was found- 
ed by the Rev. Dr. George Meck- 
lenburg, pastor of Wesley Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, one of the 
city’s largest congregations. 

The plan is based on the princi- 
ple of barter, the interchange of la- 
bor and commodities, and the use 
of scrip backed by commodities for 
money. It has been operated with- 
out a large investment and no 
fund-raising campaign has been 
conducted, although a benefit lec- 
ture course was given to aid one 
branch of the plan. 

City and school authorities have 
co-operated, and the use of idle 
bakeries, shoe machinery and other 
needed mechanical equipment has 
been obtained. 

Work Is Basis of Pian. 

Dr. Mecklenburg, faced with 
need of many families in, his con- 
gregation, tried various relief plans 
before he decided that work for the 
jobless must be the basis of any 
successful plan. 

He soon found that there was 
much work to be had. Farmers 
needed field help, city and rural 
buildings needed repairs, and busi- 
ness concerns needed men for odd 
jobs. Lack of money kept them 
from getting the help they needed, 
and kept the unemployed, at the 
same time, from getting the work. 

Not only workers in trades, and 
industrial employes, but “white col- 
lar” workers, needy yet unwilling 
to ask or to accept direct relief, had 
to be considered in the plan for es- 
tablishing made work. 

A mass meeting was called and 
an organization, with ward and 
block canvassers, was formed to 
list the places needing workers. 
The canvassers found an unexpect- 
edly large number of jobs, many 
of them in housework and home 
repairs, where pay could be had, 
not in money, but in clothing, fur- 
niture or other commodities. These 
jobs were listed and those in need 
of the articles offered were as- 
signed to do the work. 

Building Up Organization. 

Workers were listed, with cards 
showing their qualifications and 
family conditions. Radio programs 
and talks before business groups 
were means of getting co-operation. 
Vacant buildings were obtained as 
shops and warehouses. The School 
Board made the largest contribu- 
tion in this line, donating the use 
of an old high school building, 
which became headquarters for the 
movement. 

The largest immediate return 
came from the placing of the job- 
less on farms, to be paid in pro- 
duce. The produce was stored, and 
was exchanged for other things 
needed by the farm workers. A re- 
cent inventory of the farm prod- 
ucts warehouse showed on hand 
10,413 bushels of potatoes, 45,551 
bushels of onions, 6000 bushels of 
carrots, 1790 squashes and 400 
pumpkins. 

Issuance of scrip, in payment for 
work and as accepted tender for 
goods, was begun early in the move- 
ment. The scrip was backed by 
commodities on hand, and was 
issued in denominations ranging 
from 5 cents to $10. Unemployed 
accountants kept the books, for- 
mer bank employes manned the 
central banking office and every- 
thing was accounted for in a model 
business fashion. After the organ- 
ization became well established, 
$5000 to $6000 a week in scrip was 
paid on the weekly payroll. More 
than $500,000 of scrip has bene 
issued. 


Scrip Used in Payment. 

After several thousand workers 
had been placed on farms, a logging 
camp was set up, where scores of 
men were employed, at pay of $5, 
in scrip, a cord. The owner got his 
land cleared free, and donated the 
wood to the organization. The 
wood cut was hauled to the city on 
trucks rented in exchange for job 
work, and was distributed to the 
workers, who paid for it in scrip. 

In the basement of the high 
school building, a sauerkraut fac— 
tory was established, where more 
than 100 tons of kraut have been 
made. On the same floor, a shoe 
repair shop was opened. A bakery 
began turning out bread, buns, pies, 
potato chips and other products. 

Beds obtained from householders 
in exchange for work were used in 
equipping a men’s lodging house, 
on the second floor of the high 
school building, and 15 cents in 


blankets and’ mackinaws, was one 
of the most ambitious features of 
the project. To raise the United 
States currency needed for a initial 
stock of cloth, Dr. Mecklenburg 
gave a series of lectures on his 
travels in Alaska.

now 1500 or more scrip  transac- 
tions a day take place; was set up. 
A restaurant was opened, with 10 
cents in scrip as the price of a 
well balanced meal. The cooks are 
former employes of local hotels, 
headed by Jack Hanley, a chef of 
local note. 
Barter Plan Works Well. 

Opening of the barter and ex- 
change floor of the high school 
building, where articles of all sorts, 
are bought as well as sold for scrip, 
was an important step in the plan. 
This department now reports a 
complete turnover of its contents 
on an average of every four days. 
Stove, mattress and other factories 
have co-operated, furnishing ma- 
terials in return for labor. This 
caused increased activity in the fac- 
tories. Before Christmas, hundreds 
of wooden toys, tables and wagons 
were made and sold on the general 
market. 


Physicians and dentists entered 
into the plan by doing professional 
work for the jobless in return for 
other work. Trades workers were 
organized into 45 craft guilds, ready 
to exchange their work for food, 
clothing, fuel and other necessaries. 


Neglected dwellings and apart- 
ment buildings have been recondi- 
tioned, and rented for scrip to the 
unemployed who have been evicted 
from their homes. To avert the loss 
of other homes, so far as possible, 
a home-saving bureau was estab- 
lished, 16 lawyers donating their 
services. Its latest report states 
that more than 500 foreclosures 
have been averted. 


An ambitious plan for placing 
1000 families on farms, with city 
and state aid, all surplus products 
going to the organization, is now 
being formulated. 


Registration Started at 25,000. 


The registration of the organiza- 
tion last fall, which has since in- 
creased, was 25,012 persons, nearly 
20,000 of them men, with more 
than 40,000 dependents. Nearly 5000 
were listed as owners of real estate. 
A financial statement, made public 
more than two months ago, showed 
total resources estimated at $23, 
211.20, including $10,962 in canned 
goods, produce and sauerkraut; 
$6705 in wood, $1203 in clothing pro- 
duction, $1248 in retail goods, $1585 
in accounts receivable and several 
hundred dollars in fixed assets. Ac- 
crued payroll, accounts payable and 
deposits on fuel orders. totaled 
$3056, while more than $18,000 in 
scrip was outstanding. All these 


Besides the jobless, many em- 
ployed men and women are part of 
the organization. They furnish 
clothing, furniture and salable art- 
icles, and are paid in scrip, which 
they use in hiring help, or give to 
needy families. 


Comment Favorable. 


Representatives of other cities 
and of relief organizations in va- 
rious places, have visited Minne- 
apolis to inspect the working of the 
co-operative plan. Their comments 
have been favorable. They have not 
found the unemployment problem 
solved completely, but they have 
seen many at work who otherwise 
would have been idle, and many 
earning their bread who otherwise 
would have had to accept charity. 

“I pelleve other cities could use 
our plan to advantage,” Dr. Meck- 
lenburg says. “It is a simple plan, 
which encourages independence and 

self-help. Its basis is the fact that 
there are not only idle workers 
who can be put to work, but idle 
buildings, machinery and equip- 
ment. By starting them again, work 
has been provided for many kinds 
of workers.” 

One of the visitors undertook to 
get the feeling of the men and 
women affected by the plan. He 
asked some of them what they

Provides $103,282,000 to 
Run State, Commerce, 
Justice and Labor De- 


partments for Year. .

' WASHINGTON, Jan. 21—A new 

bill said to appropriata $5,284,000 

less than the budget called for was 

presented to the House today. 
The Appropriations Committee, 


headed by Byrns (Dem.), Tennes- 
see, brought in a measure allowing 
$103,282,000 to run the departments 
of State, Commerce, Justice and 
Labor in the next fiscal year. Oliver 
(Dem.), Alabama, said the budget 
asked for $108,566,000. 

The reductions, he said, extended 
even to the Prohibition Bureau, 
which was allowed $9,120,000 against 
the $9,599,948 recommended. The 
slashes for the departments, as re- 
ported by Oliver, were: State De- 
partment, $800,162, leaving a total 
appropriation of $12,177,000; Justice, 
$2,448,000, leaving $41,834,050; Com- 
merce, $1,328,000, leaving $36,588,- 
000; Labor, $07,285, leaving $12,- 
682,000. 

Quotes Attorney-General. 

The committee report quoted this 
statement made to it by Attorney- 
General Mitchell on the subject of 
prohibition: “I have not the slight- 
est doubt in my mind, regardless of 
what the future has in store for 
the national prohibition system, 
that we ought to maintain our ef- 
forts unrelaxed, and that such 
changes as are to be made ought 
to be made in the substantive law 
before they are made by scuttling 
or nullifying the laws and leaving 
them on the statute books.” 

The report added: “In this ex- 
pression the majority of the com- 
mittee concurs. Change comes by 
direction, not by indirection.” Be- 
éause of this opinion, the prohibi- 
tion allocation was cut only 5 per 
cent, about the average of reduc- 
tions applied to other agencies in 
the Justice Department. 

Cognizance was taken by the 
committee of the general opinion 
that “it is reasonably certain that 
the President will be vested before 
the 1984 fiscal year with very ple- 
nary powers of reorganization.” 

“The committee feels that very 
substantial savings under the 
amount carried in this bill will fol- 
low,” the report continued. 

It added that if the recommen- 
dations carried in the present bill 
were approved, the appropriation 
for the four departments would be 
$37,496,000 under what it was in 
the 1932 bill, the last handled by 
the House when Republicans. were 
in control. 

Other Reductions. 

The committee reduced the ap- 
propriation for the Bureau of In- 
vestigation $10,119 to $2,589,000; for 
the Supreme Court $13,000 to $279,- 
173; it disallowed any funds for hire 
by the Commerce Department of 
lamplighters on the Missouri Riv- 
er; increased the Labor Depart- 
ment’s bureau of immigration al- 
lowance $640,000 above the expen- 
ditures this year to $9,444,000; cut 
that for the Bureau of Naturaliza- 
tion $9595 to $890,000. 

It did, however, allow uncut the 
budget estimate of $734,800 for the 
Employment Service, although the 
report said that “many of the com- 
mittee members doubt the wisdom 
of continuing this policy longer.” 

Allocations under the Justice De- 
partment for specific penal institu- 
tions include: Leavenworth, $1,468,- 
000, or $90,148 under the budget; At- 
lanta, $920,000, or $54,833 under the 
budget; the Defective Delinquents’ 
Hospital at Springfield, Mo., $311,- 
500 plus a reappropriation of $145,- 
000 against the budget request of 
$616,530. 

Hearings on Prohibition. 

Long hearings before an Appro- 
priations . Subcommittee: again 
showed the marked difference of 
opinion that has prevailed, ever 
since the Volstead Act went on the 
statute books.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 21.—At- 
torney-General McKittrick tonight 
announced that one of his first 
moves in an Investigation, directed 
by the State Senate, to determine 
whether anti-trust sujts shall be 


filed against cement companies 
which submitted identical bids on 
cement requirements of the State 
Highway Department for 1933, will 
be to summon company represent- 


atives to offer their explanation of} 


the uniformity in bidding. : 

“T will call-in representatives of 
the nine bidders who received 
awards, about Tuesday,” McKit- 
trick said, “and give these fellows 
an .opportunity to explain why 
there was,no variation in the base 
bids, ‘when they claim their busi- 
ness is highly competitive.” 

McKittrick today received from 
the Highway Department records 
of the bids by 14 companies on the 
Highway Department’s. estimated 
requirements of 1,600,000 barrels of 
cement in 1933. The bids were at 
base prices 30 to 40 cents higher 
than the base prices paid by the 
department for 1932 cement re- 
quirements, on which bidding by 
the companies was not uniform. 
The base bids for 1933 were $1.15 a 
barrel by a group of companies in 
the eastern part of Missouri, and 
$1.25 a barrel by a group of com- 
panies in Western Missouri, Kan-. 
sas, Oklahoma and Iowa. 

Same for Designated Points. 

While there was a variation be- 
tween the base prices of the two 
groups, for cement at the plant, 
examination of .the records had 
disclosed that the bids of the com- 
panies for delivery of cement at 
destination points designated by 
the department in each of the 114 
counties, were identical, by counties, 
with only a few scattered excep- 
tions. 

As an illustration, the bids -of 
each of the 14 companies, with 
widely scattered plants, in different 


states, for delivery af cement at a! 


designated destination in Buchanan 
County, in Northwest Missouri; was 
This delivery bid 
included the base price, the freight 
charges, and 50 cents later refunded 
to the department for return of the 
sacks and payment of bills within 
15 days.

Two Courses Are Open. 

In the event he decides the facts 
warrant court action, two courses 
are open to him. He may file a 
motion in the Supreme Court for 
appointment of a special commis- 
sioner to take testimony to deter- 
mine whether the anti-trust laws 
have been violated, as a prelimin- 
ary to filing a quo warranto pro- 
ceeding to oust from the state any 
companies charged with violating 
the law, or he may file such an 
ouster suit immediately, in the 
Supreme Court, without the pre 
liminary proceeding authorized by 
the law. 

McKittrick is checking the facts 
and practices disclosed by former 
Attorney-General Jesse W. Barrett 
in anti-trust proceeding 10 years 
ago against the St. Louis Material 
Dealers’ Association. Among the 
several cement concerns which 
were members of the Association 
was the Missouri Portland Cement 
Co., of St. Louis, which was one 
of the nine bidders receiving con- 
tracts from the State Highway De- 
partment for 1933. This company 
was given an allotment of 501,100 
barrels, or nearly one-third of the 
1933 requirements. t 

Result of Barrett’s Inquiry. 

In the anti-trust proceeding by 
Barrett, involving alleged price fix- 
ing for building materials in St. 
Louis, the companies surrendered, 
after the case had been in prog- 
ress about three years, and en- 
tered into a stipulation for a con- 
sent decree. Under this decree the 
Missouri Portland Cement Co., paid 
a fine of $27,500 and agreed to a 
decree of ouster from the State, 
to be suspended during good be- 
havior. It also was stipulated 
that a $10,000 fine bé paid by the 
Continental Portland Cement Co., 
which went out of business white 
the case was pending. No fines 
were imposed on 12 smaller de- 
fendants. 

The conditional ouster against 
the Missouri‘ Portland Cement Co., 
later was set aside by the Missouri 
Supreme Court, on a motion filed

MOSCOW, Jan. 21-—Embarking 
mercilessly on 2 systematic cam-,| 
paign comparable only to the “li- 
quidation of the kulaks as a class,” 
the Soviet Government has launch- 
ed a blow at enemies within the 
country in an effort to attain the 
principal political objective of the 
second five-year-plan—the creation 
of a completely classless society. 

Despite the fact that the violence 
characterizing that other sanguin- 
ary period of Bolshevist history will 
be absent in the main, the new 
drive is expected to. be none-the- 
less effective because of the methb- 
odical directness with which it is 
being applied.

Employment Secretary Says Lack 
of Work May Decrease 
Enroliment.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Jan. ®%. — A 
steady decrease in student employ- 
ment at the University of Missouri 
during the last four years has cre 
ated a serious problem. Whereas 
158 students were given permanent 
jobs and 988 others were aided by 
odd jobs during the last five months 
of 1929, these figures were reduced 
to 99 and 406, respectively, during 
the corresponding period in 1932. 

Because of the scarcity of work, 
Earl R. Gordon, univefsity employ- 
ment secretary, predicted that the 
number of students dropping out of 
school at the end of the present 
semester late this month will be 
larger than usual unless new jobs 
can be found.

Governat’s Economy Bills 
Appear to Have Clear 
Sailing — Committees to 


Act Promptly. 


HOUSE CAUCUS TO © 
FOLLOW REPORTS 


Speaker Meredith Expects 
to Pledge Democrats to 
Plan—Only Two Meas- 
ures in Doubt.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 21.— 
Senate and House leaders, working 
so far in complete harmony with 
Gov. Park, have laid plans to keep 
the legislative calendar clear to 


give the Governor's econqmic and 
reorganization program the right 
of way next week and until it has 
been approved by the Legislature. 

Speaker Meredith said today that 
each of the Governor's bills, 42 of 
which have been introduced in the 
two houses, will be made a special 
order of business immediately after 
they are reported from commit- 
tee. Senator Buford, Chairman of 
the Senate Consolidation Commit- 
tee, has begun setting dates for 
public hearings on the bills. 

It is the apparent intention of 
leaders of both houses to expe- 
dite the program, and toe push. it 
through to passage without long 
drawn-out public hearings. The 
speaker expressed the opinion that 
all the bills before the House Com- 
mittee will have been reported out 
in about ten days. The Senate 
probably will take a little more 
time to the job, but some of the 
measures should reach the Senate 
floor by the latter part of this 
week. 

First Hearing Tuesday. 

Senator Buford’s committee will 
have its first public hearing Tues- 
day evening, when the first five of 
the Governor's bill will be taken 
up. They provide for abolishing the 
embalming, barber examination, op- 
tometry and nurses’ boards and for 
transferring their duties to the 
proposed new Commissioner of 


Health. They also provide for; 


abolishing the veterinary examin- 
ing board and transferring its du- 
ties to the State Veterinarian. They 
are among the least important of 
the bills as they concern relatively 
inexpensive departments. 

The committee chairman has in- 
dicated that only one evening will 
be allotted to these five bills and 
that any person who desires to be 
heard either for or against them 
must appear at that time. 

As soon as the House Committee 
reports the bills Representative 
Burton of Howard County, caucus 
chairman, will call a caucus with 
the intention of pledging every 
Democratic member to vote for the 
entire program. This plan was 
agreed upon at a conference of 
Speaker Meredith, Majority Floor 
Leader Keating and Burton. 
Thus in the House the fight over 
the program, if a fight develops, 
will be in a secret caucus and not 
on the floor. As there are only 11 
Republican Representatives and 
138 Democratic members, the cau- 
cus action will be decisive. 

Only Two Bills in Doubt. 

So far the House leaders have 
doubts as to their ability to obtain 
caucus action on only two of the 
bills, the salary reduction measure 
and the measure transferring from 
the office of the Secretary of State 
to County Clerk the distribution of 
automobile license plates. Opposi- 
tion has developed as to both and it 
may prove impossible to induce the 
Democrats to make caucus meas- 
ures of them. 

It is not probable that the bills 
will be taken into caucus in the 
Senate. Rarely does the Senate 
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majority caucus on legislation, 
though there will be no hesitancy 
on the part of administration Sen- 
ators to attempt to pledge the 27 
Democrats as a unit for them if de- 
velopments should indicate any- 
thing in the nature of serious 
Democratic opposition. They will 
not take the chance of a minority 
of the Democrats forming an alli- 
ance with the seven Republican 
Senators to defeat the program or 
any material part of it. 

Up to this time, however, the ad- 
ministration is having clear sai)- 
ing and there has not been the 
whisper of opposition to the pro- 
gram from either Republicans or 
Democrats except as to the salary 
and automobile license bills. 

What Happened to Gardner. 
But old timers arqund the Sen- 
ate are not fully convinced the 
Governor will not encounter op- 
position before the vote is taken. 
They recall that in 1917 Gov. Gard- 
ner had his full party support for 
his taxation program until the bills 
reached the committees. Gardner 
followed the same practice as to 
appointments that Gov. Park has 
ir.dicated as a policy of his ad- 
ministration, withholding appoint- 
ments until after the Legislature 
acted on his bills. 

It did not work out very satis- 
factorily that year. As one Senator 
expressed it today a group of Sen- 
ators “traded Gardner out of his 
boots, socks and underwear.” In- 
stead of the Governor holding up 
appointments until the bills were 
passed, the Senators held up the 
bills until the Governor agreed to 
appoint their candidates for jobs.

ARIS, @n. 21.—As a result of the Jehol 
p incident, the situation in the Far East 
has been particularly aggravated since 
the beginning of 1933. 

At the very moment that memoranda were 
being exchanged in Genéva on Chinese-Jap- 
anese differences, the military authorities of 
the Kwangtung army prohibited Marshal 
Chang Hsueh-liang from putting his Chinese 
froops in the Province of Jehol, which the 
Japanese consider forms part of the new 
State of Manchukuo, 

Then suddenly, on Jan. 2, the Japanese 
bombarded and occupied the city of: Shan- 
haikwan. 

Simultaneously, Foreign Minister Uchida 
announced Japan’s intentions not only with 
regard to Manchuria, 
Mongolia, declaring he wished to favor the 
exploitation of both regions. 

In Europe these two events, especially the 
first, provoked considerable surprise. 

How did the attack on Shanhaikwan come 
about? 

Immediately a series of more or less fan- 
tastic rumors, as happens in such cases, be- 
came current—the throwing of a bomb on a 
Japanese outpost, according to the Japanese; 
a direct and unprovoked attack, according to 
the Chinese statement. 


Fate or Provocation? 

The very position of the town aggravated 
the problem. Shanhaikwan is at the foot of 
the Great Wall on the frontiers of China and 
Manchuria on the coast of the Gulf of Liao- 
tung. One can understand the state of feel- 
ing in Nanking. 

Were the Japanese troops preparing for 
important operations in North China? 

European opinion itself was moved, but 
was divjded, in view of the disorder which 
still too ‘often exists in international affairs. 

It will be very difficult to establish the 
truth concerning recent incidents said to have 
provoked the bombardment of Shanhaikwan. 
It is stated by Tokio that the Japanese troops 
vainly demanded destruction of the Chinese 
fortifications in the Nankwan quarter. This 
indeed is a harsh demand if it cannot be ex- 
plained by exceptional reasons—a demand 
little propitious for the conciliation desired 
by everyone and all reasonable nations. 

Is it a case of fate or provocation? 

The affair daily is becoming more and 
mere confused in proportion to the efforts 
made to simplify it. 

The proximity of Peiping accentuates the 
dramatic character of the incident. Are we 
not heading for a Chinese-Japan®se war? It 
is not impossible. 

Until better informed, I must say that for 
a man judging conscientiously by the Chinese 
version of the incident as transmitted to the 


League of Nations seems more admissable 


than the Japanese. 
It is difficult to view the demands for so- 
called negotiations to be held at night, with 
a delay of only 50 minutes for an answer, as 
pacific in intent. 

Summarized as objectively as possible, 
this is how the Far Eastern situation pre-

From afar and on the basis of early in- 
formation, the Jehol incident to us looks Itke 
a new epsiode in the development of a his- 
torical process pursued with much firmness 
and presence of mind. 

Japan is gagid to have an area of 678,000 
square kilometers (about 260,000 square 
miles) and a population of 90,394,000. 

These figures tell us more eloquently than 
any commentaries the meaning of Japanese 
policy. 

Far Eastern events conform with logic, 
whose implacable character only superficial 
minds can ignore. 


Japan’s Policy Since 1894. 

To understand them, we must consider 
what the Japanese extensions have been since 
1894, when the couptry of the Rising Sun, 
having defeated China, took the first steps 
towards the dismemberment of the celestial 
empire by the treaty of Shimonoseki. 

We must bear in mind how rapid the stages 
of this work were—the annexation of For- 
mosa and the Pescadores, driving back the 
Russians, by the treaty of Portsmouth, in 
North Manchuria; the annexation of Korea, 
It was necessary to have these‘affairs fol- 
lowed by the annexation of Kiauchau, which 
had been Germany’s interest in China. 

In these various episodes, connected one 
to another by an ever-present but sometimes 
invisible link, what dominates and directs 
events is the Japanese will, to which China 
appears like an incomparable reserve of raw 
material and an abundant market capable of 
absorbing factory products. 

This will in itself is lead by subtle and 
supple intelligence. It prides itself upon the 
results it has obtained for the benefit of what 
is at least a material civilization.

China, at each of these episodes, abandons 
part of its body in the midst of unanimous 
protestations which guarantee maintenance of 
its integrity. 

It must, moreover, be recognized that Man- 
chukuo affairs are conducted with remark- 
able political sense. The populace. is in- 
formed that it is intended to base the new 
regime on the principle of right, or “‘wang- 
tao.” The promise is made that the admin- 
istration will be raised to the highest point 
of perfection,. equity and impartiality. It is 
affirmed that “wangtao”’ comes from heaven. 


Yellow or White. 


I would be much surprised if this Shan- 
haikwan incident were not an apparently 
somewhat reduced new scene in a great his- 
torical drama in the name of which the em- 
pire of the Rising Sun intends to discipline 
China under its authority, with the distant 
vision of making -sure of other victories in 
the future—those of the yellow race over 
the white race. 

And what is the white race vee in the 
meantime? 

It is perorating. 

The League of Nations has received a for- 
midable mandate opposing the rules of right 
to this ardent push of will and youth. It is 
an infintely honorable mandate, but the least 
that can be said is that for its execution, for 
the search for sglutions (solutions of_concili- 
ation at first and, if possible, just solutions 
if no conciliation océurs) the absence of the 
United States from Geneva creates an ir- 
reparable gap. 

I say this as a man who loves the truth 
—this absence is conferring on Europe a re- 
sponsibility which is too great for its means. 

This is what must be considered. Japan 
knows this only too well. And a friend of 
the United States shold say this to it with 
all his force at a moment when the Shan- 
haikwan incident is a complicated question 
already so fortnidable. 

If the League of Nations is left in what 
is relatively a position of impotence, the re 
doubtable consequences of this ‘will be seen 
in the future. 

The world will be transformed without it 
and in spite of it, and might will once’ again 
assume its enjpire over right.

For Bimetalism as a Remedy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAT the world needs is more money 

—a medium of exchange of greater 
volume, more widely distributed. Assum- 
ing published figures to be correct, the 
total monetary gold in the world is only 
about 11 billion dollars, with France and 
the United States holding about 62 per 
cent of it. England, France and other 
nations owe us more than 10 billions pay- 
able in gold. 

In the United States we have less than 
10 billion dollars in all kinds of money, 
and a total of about 146 billion dollars 
private, public and corporate indebted- 
ness; with the control of so much of the 
money in a few hands that they could 
over-subscribe nearly 20 times the $350,- 
000,000 four-year notes recently offered 
by the Government. Not only that. In 
1928 and 1929 they could and did increase 
“brokers’ loans” to more than eight and 
one-half billion dollars, thereby exagger- 
ating our false prosperity, encouraging a 
wave of wild speculation and bringing 
about panic and depression. Specialized 
intelligence seems to have prevented them 
from seeing what they were leading us 
into. 

European conditions had little to do 
with it, and, sooner or later, we will have 
to admit that we dug our own financial 
hole. 

Such facts show that the world’s gold 
supply is insufficient, and it is now gen- 
erally conceded that something will have 
to be done about it. 

I suggest that the best thing would be 
to bring about real, fair and honest bi- 
metalism by international agreement, 
under the terms of which each nation 
would issue legal tender paper money, 
based, not on gold or silver alone, but 
on gold and silver at a ratio agreed up- 
on. Now that England and many others 
have been forced off the gold standard, 
and are no worse off than we are, it 
should not be difficult to bring about safe 
bimetalism. 

To picture all the ills we might have 
escaped had such an agreement been 
made prior to 1912, and all the good it 
would tend to bring about if speedily 
made in 1933, would take more “words 
than your space limit allows. But, in 
short, if worked out rightly, it would 
double the amount of monetary metal, 
restore confidence, create a fair market 
for silver and other things, open our 
silver mines and cause business activity 
that would make work enough for all 
our unemployed at reasonable compensa- 


The controversy over branch banking in the United 
States*is not a new one. the panic of 1907, 
when the subject of banking reform became a public 
issue, many persons). observing the workings of 
branch banking in Canada, urged that we adopt a 
similar system in the United States. Nothing came 
of the agitation at that time, although here and 
there, notably in California, there has’ been a con- 
siderable extension of branch banking under state 
law, despite the strong opposition of the American 
Bankers’ Association. The McFadden-Pepper Act of 
1927 authorized national banks to retain branches 
which they had acquired before that date, but pro- 
hibited the establishment of any new branches, except 
branches in the city where the bank is located in 
those states where state banks are also permitted to 
establish such branches. 5 

For several years, however, the sentiment in favor 
of branch banking has been growing. J. W. Pole, 
formerly Comptroller of the Currency, recom- 
mended an extension of it. In 1920 the American 
Sankers’ Association changed from an unbending op- 
position to branch banking to a qualified support of 
country-wide branch banking. The failure situation 
in the United States since 1929, and particularly in 
the last three years, has made many students of 
American banking feel that a wider extension of the 
branch system is advisable. An observation of recent 
banking history in Canada has helped to further this 
reeling, for in contrast with our own epidemic of bank 
failures, Canada has had only one bank failure since 
1914, and none since 1923. 

The thing, however, that seems to have done nfost 
to bring the branch banking issue before the public 
eye has been the filibuster of Senator Huey Long, 
directed against the branch banking provisions of 
the Glass bill. This bill has been amended several 
times, but in its present form it allows national banks, 
subject to the approval of the Federal] Reserve Board, 
to establish branches within the state, and in excep 
tional cases across state lines at a distance of not 
more than 50 miles from the seat of the parent bank. 
These branches may be established, regardless of what 
the state law authorizes state banks to do. 

Long is demanding that all authorization for branch 
banking outside the city of the parent bank be 
dropped from the bill. Senator Vandenberg of Michi- 
gan is proposing an amendment that no branch may 
be established de novo in a community that already 
has regular banking facilities, but that branches may 
be acquired by consolidation with a bank already in 
existence. Senator Glass has expressed his willing- 
ness to accept the Vandenberg amendment, as well as 
an amendment that national banks may establish 
branches only in states which permit branch banking 
to state banks. 

Hence the controversy over branch banking in the 
bill really involves two issues: (1) branch banking, 
and (2) state and national jurisdiction over banking. 

Two outstanding features of American banking in 
the past decade have been the extremely high pro- 
portion of failures among small banks, and the 
growth, where legislation prevented branch banking, 
of chain banking. In contrast with branch banking, 
which is the operation of more than one banking office 
as part of a single banking corporation, chain banking 
is the control of more than one bank by common own- 
ership. Chain banking is frequently referred to as 
holding company banking. The branch banking sit- 
uation must be approached in the light of these facts. 

In many states, the minimum capital requirement 
for a bank is woefully inadequate. In some cases it 
is as low as $10,000. The requirement of the National 
Banking Act is only $25,000 for smaller communities, 
and one of the reasons for lowering this requirement 
from $50,000 some years ago was to meet the com; 
petition offered by the lax requirements of the bank- 
ing laws of many of the states. Approximately three- 
fourths of the banks that have failed since the war

| ~~ chain banking, a consolidation of banks 
under one management has progressed steadily since 
the war. This movement has been particularly great 
in those sections where branch banking was forbid- 
den, because chain banking accomplished much the 
same result as branch banking. Although there are 
a number of strong and well-managed chains, in gen- 


leral the development has been fraught with danger. 


With the members of the chain chartered by different 
authorities, there was a great possibility for the 
abuses common to holding company findnce. Where 
the stockholder of a bank was a corporation, the 
effectiveness of the provision for double liability on 
bank stock was in large part lost. Under the chain 
system there was the same concentration of ownership 
and control as under the branch system, but without 
the responsibility, or the amenability to full public 
regulation. ee 

The Glass bill, at the same time that it extends 
the power of national banks to establish branches, 
regulates more closely the operations of chains. On 


this point, Senator Long seems to be badly confused. | 


Much of the bitter criticism which he has directed 
in his recent speeches against what he calls “branch 
banking” is really against the chain banking which 
the Glass bill curbs. As Senator Glass phrased it 
in a speech last spring: “What we want to do is to 
break up chain banking, which is an irresponsible 
species of banking, and substitute branch banking, 
which is an entirely responsible species of banking.” 

With the development of larger business units in so 
many fields, it is\inevitable that there be somewhat 
larger units in banking. It is much better that this 
growth be in the form of branch banking, where 
effective regulation is possible, and where legal re- 
sponsibilities are clear, rather than in the form of 
irresponsible holding company banking. 

The second point in Senator Glass’ program for 
branch banking is that the bank with a small capital- 
ization is a dangerous element in our banking system, 
and that in the smaller communities the only way to 
furnish safe and adequate banking facilities is to per- 


His idea is to prevent the continuance or re-establish- 
ment of unit banks in communities which cannot sup 
port properly capitalized institutions, although fhe 
bill does not face squarely the question how this can 
be achieved as long as states retain the right to 
charter small banks. 

With the thought that these inadequately capital- 
ized banks are a weak and dangerous element in our 
panking structures we are in full accord. If the capi- 
tal requirement is to be raised, the only alternatives 
for the smaller communities are branch banks, or no 
banks at all. As between inadequately capitalized 
banks, and absence of banking facilities, and branch 
banking, the third is by far the best. We agree with 
Senator Long that it would be a bad thing to have 
branch banking on a nation-wide scale, with all banks 
part of great branch systems with headquarters in 
New York. But there is nothing in the Glass bill 
that permits or is likely to lead to such a situation. 

We recognise that branch banking is no panacea for 
banking ills. The admirable record of Canadian 
banking since 1923 is not to be explained entirely in 
terms of branch banking; but the absence of banks 
of very small capitalization in Canada has unques 
tionably been an important factor in the contrast 
between recent Canadian experience and our own 
holocaust of bank failures. 

As part of a program for raising the capital re 
quirement, and restricting chain banking, a further 
extension of branch banking along the lines of Sen- 
ator Vandenberg’s amendment is desirable. It is best 
to move slowly in such matters, however, and fhe 
provision that national banks may establish branches 
regardiess of state law is not a wise one. As we 
have suggested before, until Congress lays down some 
banking standards for all of the commercial banks of

It has taken time for a troubled world to under- 
stand how the Great War operated to paralyze the 
international economy. 

It is now a little more than three years since that 
dreadful Thursday upon which the great bull market 
in the United States collapsed, bearing down with it 
values in excess of 60 billion dollars. In thdse three 
years the world has done a lot of thinking, with the 
consequence that it is now quite generally agreed 
that we know what upset the apple cart. The world 
might have struggled out of the reconstruction period 
long ago had it not been for the appalling stupidities 
of men. The effort to collect an indemnity from 
Germany was the first and greatest of these stupidi- 
ties. Bertrand Russell says in the February Harper’s 
that this decision must always be allocated to the 
category of lunacy. How could a nation impoverished 
by the greatest of all wars pay for it? The English 
philosopher and mathematician says that “to this 
lunatic situation a lunatic solution was found.” That 
is, “It was decided to lend Germany whatever Ger- 
many had to pay. The Allies said in effect, ‘We can- 
not let you off the indemnity, because it is a just 
punishment for your wickedness. On the other hand, 
we cannot let you pay it (that is, with goods), because 
that would ruin our industries; so we will lend you 
the money, and you shall pay us back what we lend.’” 
Sir Bertrand says of this transaction:

The stupidity of America so far exceeded the 
chicanery of Europe that the process of trans- 
ferring slightly more than $100,000,000 from one 
side of the Atlantic to the other created a veritable 
panic. By raising tariff walls and still expecting 
debt payments in gold, by loaning money abroad 
and still expecting to sell goods in the very coun- 
tries that were being financed, the United States 
did the lion’s share of the damage. For the past

Selfish Interests in Bill 
For Philippine Independence 


Continued From Page One. 


from the pressure of American 
agricultural interests for ‘‘relief’’ 
from the competition of the duty- 
free products from the islands. 
In 1909, the Philippines, as a 
dependency of the United States, 
had obtained partial free trade, 
and in 1913, by the Underwood 
Tariff act, duties had been com- 
pletely abolished. 


Rearing Tariff Barrier. 

Efforts to circumvent the free 
trade arrangements began in 1928 
with the introduction of the Tim- 
berlake resolution in the House to 
limit to 500,000 tons the amount of 
sugar that might be imported an- 
nually from the Philippines without 
duty. All such efforts failing, the 
farm interests, headed by the sugar 
growers, began pressing for the in- 
dependence of the islands in 4rder 
that the tariff rates might be ap- 
plied against Philippine products. 
The National Grange, the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation and 
other producing associations joined 
in the movement. 
The special aim of the _ cotton 
growers and the dairy interests was 
to get a tariff on Philippine coconut 
oil, which they asserted was dis- 
placing American vegetable oils in 
the American market. The cotton 
growers saw a threat to cottonseed 
oil, while the dairymen were con- 
cerned over the use of the Philip- 
pine product in the production of 
oleomargarine; which displaces but- 
ter. 

The powerful farm and sugar in- 
terests working for independence 
were materially aided by labor or- 
ganizations, which objected to the 
free importation of goods produced 
by “low-standard Oriental labor,” as 
well as to the migration of Philip- 
pine laborers to this country. Res- 
olutions favoring exclusion were 
adopted first by the California and 
Washington State Federations of 
Labor and then by the American 
Federation of Labor. In a resolu- 
tion urging passage of an exclusion 
bill introduced in the Seventieth 
Congress by Representative Welch 
(Rep.), California, the American 
Federation of Labor asserted that 
Philippine immigration had created 
@ grave economic, social and moral 
question on the Pacific Coast. A 
similar line was taken by chambers 
of commerce and other civic and 
social organizations on the coast. 

Depression Hastens Action. 
The depression, bringing with it 
an increasing demand for farm re- 
lief measures, gave impetus to the 
independence movement. Exhaus- 
tive hearings were held by the Sen- 
ate Committee on Territories and 
Insular Affairs, under the chair- 
manship of Senator Bingham 
(Rep.), Connecticut, and out of its 
deliberations came ultimately the 
bill bearing the names of Hawes 
(Dem.), Missouri, and Cutting (Pro- 
gressive Rep.), New Mexico, its chief 
sponsors. Committee members, who 
had differed widely at the begin- 
ning, subscribed to the bill as an 
acceptable compromise. 

“Every member of the commit- 
tee,” said Cutting in the debate 
over the President’s veto, “changed 
his mind at some point or other in 
the hearings. Just as the Senator 
from Connecticut (Bingham), who 
was originally against any inde- 
pendence, or at least in favor of 
independence at some remote per- 
iod, changed his mind to see that 
some action must be taken in the 
comparatively near future, so the 
Senator from Missouri (Hawes) 
and I, who started out with the 


idea that a five-year period would 
be best, changed our minds on heary- 
ing the testimony and realized that 
the economic readjustment would 
take longer than that.” 


History of the Bill. 

Meantime, in April, 1932, the 
House overwhelmingly passed an 
independence bill. In December 
the Senate passed the Hawes-Cut- 
ting bill. Differences between the 
two measures were reconciled in a 
conference agreement which both 
branches approved. The veto by 
the President and the overriding 
of the veto followed. 

On the one side, as has been ex- 
plained, were the interests that ex- 
pect to profit from Philippine inde- 
pendence, They were aided by sin- 
cere friends of the Islands who felt 
that the Hawes-Cutting bill, though 
leaving much to be desired, was 
the best adjustment tHat could be 
hoped for now or in the predict- 
able future. 

On the other side were the im- 
porters of Philippine raw materials 
used in American manufactures; 
the American residents in the 
Islands, a small but vociferous 
group, for whom the faded glories 
of American “imperialism” still 
have enchantment; and the Amer- 
ican investors in sugar plantations, 
public utilities and other enterprises 
in the Islands. Making common 
cause with these anti-independence 
elements wére those who favored a 
much speedier grant of independ- 
ence, and on more favorable terms 
to the Filipinos, than the Hawes- 
Cutting measures provides. 


Cutting’s Summary. 

The case for the bill was well 
summed up by Senator Cutting at 
the end or the debate. 

“I submit,” he said, “that the bill 
is highly imperfect, and that any 
other measure which may be of- 
fered for final passage will be at 
least equally imperfect. Our peo- 
ple are going to have to go through 
hardships, and the people of the 
Philippine Islands are going to 
have to go through a great deal of 
suffering. There is no question 
about that. 

“The official spokesmen of the 
Philippine people, who are here 
supporting the bill, have no illusions 
about it. They know and the whole 
people of the Philippine Islands 
will know that the economic pro- 
visions in the bill mean suffering, 
hardship, tribulation. 

“But may I remind the Senate 
of the sufferings our own people 
went through before they obtained 
their independence from Great Brit- 
ain? May I remind the Senate of 
what had to be endured by the 
Dutch, by the Swiss, and in our 
comparatively recent times by the 
Bulgarians, the Czechs, the Poles, 
and the\Irish? Those nations and, 
so far as I know, every other nation 
which has obtained freedom, ob- 
tained it through violence, through 
starvation, through famine, through 
bloodshed; and now we are asked 
to withhold action on a bill of this 
kind, because, forsooth, some for- 
eign market may be withdrawn 
and because the people of the Phil- 
ippine Islands may be asked to 
make some readjustment of their 
prsent economic status. 

“Such considerations are a small 
price for any_people to pay for free 
dom. I am confident the Philippine 
people will be willing to pay the 
price. If they are willing, they have 
the right, under the terms of this 
very act, to reject ratification of 
the measure by their Legislature, 


and to reject any constitution which 
may be adopted under the terms 
of the act. It is for them to de 
cide.” 


URGES HOLDERS OF REALTY - 
BONDS TO TAKE INTEREST CUT 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—Richard 
M. Hurd, president of the Lawyers’ 
Mortgage Co., one of the five larg- 
est real estate mortgage concerns 
in New York, today urged holders 
of mortgage bonds to accept volun- 
tarily an interest reduction, saying 
it would be to their advantage to 
do so. Excessive foreclosures will 
follow unless the mortgage compa- 
nies are given the co-operation of 
investors, he said. 

“New York city real estate is 
owned by upward of 600,000 persons 


or corporations and is subject. to 


mortgages aggregating $8,000,000,- 
000, of which $2,500,000,000 are guar- 
anteed by the five large mortgage 
‘companies,” he said in his annual 
statement to stockholders of his 
company. “If excessive foreclos- 
ures and change of ownership are, 
to be avoided, mortgaged real estate 
must be relieved of the heavy bur- 
den of current interest rates. 


Frederick D. Gardner, former Gov- 
ernor, presiding.

Darrow was met by Rabbi Isser- 
man and Gilbert Harris of the Y. 
M. H. A. last evening. At his room 
in’ Hotel Jefferson, he was soon 
explaining to them and to inter- 
viewers why he voted for Gov. 
Roosevelt, and not for Norman 
Thomas, Socialist candidate, in the 
November election. 

“Like a good many others,” he 
said, “I was afraid that somehow 
Hoover might get in. But that 
doesn’t wholly account for Thomas’ 
small vote. It is all very well for 
him to surmise that part of the 
vote cast for him wasn’t counted, 
but the obvious fact is that he did 
not have the labor people behind 
him. In this respect, he did not 
do as well as Eugene Debs did 20 
years ago, considering that the 
number of voters has doubled since 
then. 

“Thomas got the vote of colleg 
professors and middle-class lawyers, 
and: the workingmen went on vot- 
ing for the old parties, as they 
seem to do in good times or bad. 

“I’m for Roosevelt all right,” 
Darrow continued, “but I can’t find 
out much about what he’s going to 
do. If he is going to try to buy up 
the farmers’ wheat, he'll have no 
better luck than his predecessor. I 
believe the present idea is to limit 
production, but the big question is 
not. production, it is distribution. 
As it is, a few fellows get it all. 

Changes Mind on Repeal. 

Darrow admitted that he had 
changed his mind, in the last two 
years, about the possibility of re- 
peal. When here in May, 1931, for 
a religious forum program, he said 
it was useless to try to repeal the 
eighteenth amendment, and that it 
would be better to “forget” the 


peal of the Volstead law and of 
state enforcement acts. 

“Tt looks now as if repeal would 
be possible,” he said: “There is a 
lot of talk about keeping out the 
saloon. Bunk and hypocrisy. Even 
Al Smith has said the _ saloon 
mustn’t come back. But what is a 
saloon? A retail liquor store where 
the goods bought may be con- 
sumed on the premises. Will ho- 
tels have the right to sell liquor? 
They should have. And if so, will 
they not be saloons? 

“IT wouldn’t care to go to a dis- 
pensary, and buy a bottle of some- 
thing that I was forbidden to open 
until I got home. Might as well 
buy paregoric: All I care about in 
drinking is the sociability of it. 
Even the W. C. T. U. wouldn’t try 
to hold a meeting without some 
strong tea to start them gossiping. 

“But there will have to be more 
care taken about who shall get 
licenses to sell liquor. It won't do 
to give a license to everybody who 
asks for one, or who can get a 
brewery to set him up.” 

Doubts Value of 

Darrow .mentioned the fact that 
he disagreed on the subject of the 
League of Nations, with many who 
agree with him on other matters. 
He sees no chance for the League 
to impose its views on Japan, and 
believes it would be undesirable to 
have a central power strong enough 
to impose its will on the nations. 

He believes the war debts of the 
Allies to the United States should 
be canceled. “If there was any rea- 
son for our getting into the war,” 
he said, “and I thought then there 
was, I am not so sure about it now, 
the reason was that we had a com- 
mon interest with the allies. If 
that was the case, it was a common 
enterprise, they were fighting our 
battles before we went in, and it 
was a case of putting out a fire 
where it was, and before it got to 
our home. That was the way it 
ldoked then, anyhow, and*the debt 
part of it looks the same way still.” 

Darrow expressed an interest in 
local prosecutions of Communists, 
but said he had not become fami- 
liar with the facts. He said, re- 
garding his work for the defense 
in the Massey-Fortescue trial in 
Honolulu, that he tried to keep the 
defense above the level of rave pre- 
judice. “Anyway, I was defending 
people,” he said, “not prosecuting 
them. I wouldn't prosecute any- 
body.” 

When he conducted his religious 
forum at the Odeon in May, 1931, 
Darrow engaged three speakers to 
present “What I Believe” frorn the 
viewpoints of Catholicism Protes- 
tantism and Judaism, and himself 
told why he did not believe the 
teachings of any religion. Rabbi 
Isserman was one of the partici- 
pants in that’ discussion, ‘which 
drew a large audience. Tonight's 
appearance at the Y. M. H. A. was 
arranged when Warden Lewis E.

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) HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPALS MAY REVERSE BASEBALL RULINGBTT 
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WITH TEAMS AND 
PLAN SCHEDULE 


By Harold Tuthill. 

Baseball was deleted from the 
spring sports program by the City 
High Schoo) League last week, but 
three of the six coaches are going 
ahead preparing teams for an inter- 
league season, The action of the 
Interscholastic League athletic 
board in abandoning the sport is 
not final, and at their next regular 
meeting the principals of the schools 
may determine a way to retain 
baseball. 

Victor Kirk, Beaumont coach, is 
not even waiting to hear from the 
mid-year examinations before start- 
ing spring training. Kirk has his 
squad of pitchers and catchers 
working out in the gymnasium 
about three days @ week. 

“Sure, we'll have a baseball 
team,” Kirk said. “I’ve talked to 
Louis Maguolo (McKinley’s coach) 
and in the event that the principals 
sustain the league board, we plan 
having a series of games for our 
own little championship. Right 
now I’m getting ready to arrange 
some games with county league 
teams.” 

Roosevelt Coach for Baseball. 

A third coach who is hoping that 
baseball will not be dropped is Lee 
R. ‘Carlson, who piloted the Roose- 
velt Rough Riders to the champion- 
ship last year. 

“Our boys like to play baseball,” 
Carlson said. “We expect to have a 
team this spring regardless of the 
league’s action. I am _ waiting, 
though, until I see how the boys 
come through this semester before 
I start scheduling games.” 

Oné of the reasons given for cut- 
ting baseball off the calendar was 
that it was too expensive. The um- 
pires get $7.50 a game. Baseballs 
used and bats broken form a con- 
siderable item. Gate receipts in 
the last few years have fallen short 
of meeting requirements. 

“T haven't had much time to 
think about our future, but it 
occurs to me that it would be just 
as expensive for us to carry on in- 
dependently as it would be if we 
were contending for the league 
championship, Bert Fenenga, Cleve- 
land High’s coach said. “I intend 
speaking to the boys tomorrow and 
if they want baseball, I'll do all I 
can to help them get it.” 

Central Pilot Favors Sport. 

Verne Bradburn of Central does 
not agree with Fenenga. “It costs 
each school approximately $50 to 
play league baseball and that would 
buy a lot of baseballs and bats,’ 
explained Bradburn. “I don’t know 
how well our school’s treasury is 
fixed, but if we have enough 
money we'll manage to have some 
sort of schedule. Until that time 
comes, I won't do anything on the 
expectation that everything will 
turn out all right.” 

Harry White, last year’s coach 
at Soldan, whose place has been 
taken over by Leo Granger, was 
asked about the West Enders’ con- 
dition. 

“We have not bought any suits 
for three years,” White said. “Our 
equipment is about shot and the 
treasury is in a deplorable state 
because our funds are tied up in 
one of the closed banks. Last 
year some of the boys were forced 
to finish out the season with their 
own paraphernalia, so that if we 
do play baseball we shall have to 
buy some equipment.” 

That constitutes the attitude of 
the six coaches, who naturally 
enough, want to keep alive the 
sport in which each is greatly in- 
terested. If the student body shows 
as much concern over the future 
of interscholastic baseball as the 
coaches do; the principals may veto 
the action of the league board.

Its 115 M. P. H. “Silver Arrow” 
Design Reduces Wind Re- 
sistance 35 Per Cent. 


A reduction of 35 per cent in wind 
resistance is claimed for the most 
completely streamlined American 
production car thus far shown—a 
special Pierce-Arrow “Twelve” 
called the “Silver Arrow.” Present 
plans are to build only a few of 
these cars, which will cost $10,000 
each. The “Silver Arrow” has a 
175-HP engine, weighs 5100 pounds, 
and is said to be good for 115 miles 
per hour sustained speed. 

The “Silver Arrow” model is a re- 
sult of long experimenting in wind 
tunnels, and the streamlining is de- 
signed in accord with the results of 
the tests, which were im accord with 
artistic body design. Pierce-Arrow 
engineers say that a conventionally 
built car which does 60 to 70 miles 
per hour could run at nearly 100. 
m. p. h. with the same power if 
properly streamlined. 

Despite the streamlining, the “Sil- 
ver Arrow” accommodates five pas- 
sengers with the luxury of an ordi- 
nary five-passenger sedan. The 
front compartment has room for 
the driver and two other persons, 
the rear compartment for two pas- 
sengers. 

As will be noticed in the accom- 
panying pictures, the car looks as if 
it were built to slip and glide 
through the air. In fact, there is no 
noise of sundéred air currents at 
cruising speeds of 40 to 80 m. p. h. 

Spare wheels and tires are in- 
closed in front fender cabinets. The 
wheels are shrouded, following air- 
plane practice, and the car tapers 
at the rear with a contour that 
really approximates the “tear drop.” 
It tapers not only downward, but: 
aiso from the sides. The rear deck 
contains a large luggage compart- 

-ment.

It will accelerate from 10 to W 
miles an hour in nine seconds and 
from 10 to 50 miles an hour in 21% 
seconds.

RUSSIAN BELL RINGING — 
TO BE TAUGHT AT HARVARD 


Expert to Instruct Students in 
Sounding Chimes Bought from 
Soviet Government. 

By the Associated Press. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 21.— 
Russian bell ringing is to be taught 
at Harvard. A New York expert, 
Andronoff, said to be the only au- 
thority on Russian chimes in this 
country, is to tutor the bell ringers. 

The Harvard bells, the gift of 
Richard T. Crane, Harvard ’04, were 
purchased from the Russian Gov- 
ernment.

The states of Utah, Wyoming, Idaho 
and Arnzona have seen the greatest de- 
velopment of this moneyless system of ex- 
change. That was not only the outgrowth 
uf general depression conditions, but the 
direct result of the collapse of the four 
basic industries in these four States. Farm: 
ing, sheep raising, cattle raising artd mining 
all were seized with depression paralysis 
at about the same time and, with surplus 
products on every side, threatened with 
bankruptcy. Meanwhile, the jobless workers 
in the cities and towns, the bankrupt pro- 
fessionals, the business men and small shop- 
keepers were in dire need of the products 
from the ranches and the mines. 


GROUP of Salt Lake City business 
men led by Benjamin B. Stringham, 
a real estate operator, were the first to do 
wenything about the problem. They got the 
exchange movement started in the harvest 


season of 1931, when the city was full of 


unemployed laborers and the farmers were 
in desperate need of hands, but had no 
money to pay them. Finding the farmers 
would jump at the opportunity to pay wages 
in the form of produce and that the major- 
ity of workers would welcome the chance tu 
exchange labor for food, the group set up 
a bureau, procured a truck to haul work- 
men to the farms and maintained a regulai 
employment service. The men worked in 


the fields all day, were paid in potatoes, 
butter, eggs, pork or fruit, each according 
to his needs, and were hauled back to their 
homes in the truck. 

From this beginning, the movement 
spread by leaps. Soon merchants and mem- 
hers of all the trades and professions were 
joining the group. Barbers, painters, elec- 
tricians, paper hangers, doctors, dentists, all 
of whom had been hit by the depression, 
were organized through a central exchange 
and placed in touch with one another and 
with farmers who had food to trade for 
their services. Not only could services ke 
exchanged for food. They could be ex- 
changed for other services. A barber, for 
example, might cut hair in exchange for 
dental work. A paper hanger could square 
accounts with a doctor by papering the 
doctor's house. A farm laborer who had 
earned more food supplies than he needed 
might trade the surplus for commodities 
offered by merchant members. 

As long ago as January, 1932, the Salt 
Lake City organization had become so large 
that it was necessary to incorporate it and 
break it up into specialized departments. 
It became the Nat- 
ural Development 
Association and

in other 


cities; first in Ogden and later in several 
points in Southern Idaho. It now has 
branches in Ogden, Brigham City, Logan, 
Lehi, American Fork, Price and Delta— 
all in Utah—-and it has Idaho branches in 
Preston, Montpelier, Rexburg and Ridge- 
dale. An Arizona branch has just been 
organized in Phoenix, and Wyoming has 
established an organization of its own under 
the name of the Producers’ and Laborers 
Supply Company 


HE Wyoming system follows closely 
the Utah system and now has, in ad- 
dition to nearly all other commodities, an oil 
well. It may join forces with the Utah or- 
ganization before long. Somewhat less highly 
organized bartering systems also have been 
established in towns of North Dakota, Ore- 
gon, Nebraska, Iowa, Missouri and Illinois. 
Several months ago the Natural De- 
velopment Association widened its field 
enormously by adoption of scrip as a me- 
dium of exchange. This facilitates the trad- 
ing of services and products and almost 
does away with bookkeeping. It is issued 
by the association in the form of stamp 
books and is good 
for anything the 
organization has 

for exchange.

scrip takes the place of money, it is 
not money in any sense. It isn’t sub- 
ject to so many abuses. It cannot be 
cornered or manipulated. It cannot be 
loaned for interest and it can be spent 
only at the exchange. It makes only 
one round trip-—from the exchange to 
the holder and from the holder back to the 
exchange. When the holder has turned it 
in it is destroyed. It represents to the 
holder value of the produce or services he 
has exchanged for it and it will buy back, 
to the extent of its value, any other produce 
or any other services the exchange has to 
offer. Naturally, it contributes greatly to 
the convenience and flexibility of the barter 
system, since it eliminates the necessity for 
first-hand exchange of commodities. 

There is, of course, considerable ex- 
pense attached to operating an institution 
so large as the N. D. A., and this is pro- 
vided for through a charge of 10 per cent 
commission. The scrip, therefore, is worth 
less than cash in actual market value, 
but there is plenty of demand for it be- 
cause it represents commodities for which 
there is no cash to pay. The association 
has attained such size now that its scrip 
will buy virtually anything money will buy. 
The N. D. A. lists 16 major classes of com- 
modities, including food products; 15 dif- 
ferent health <ervices ranging all the way 
from medical treatment to drug store ser- 
vice, and 103 lines of unskilled labor, ser- 
vices and trades. Scrip will purchase any 
of these. 

Since adoption of the scrip, the business 
of the Salt Lake City branch of the organ- 
iation alone has risen to a volume of $2500 


a day and is increasing at a rapid rate. 
The exchange has twice been forced to 
seek larger quarters. The headquarters unit 
now resembles a small department store. 
It has been the busiest place in Salt Lake 
City since winter set in. It has a barber 
shop, a beauty shop, a gift shop, a farm 
produce department, a clothing depart- 
ment, a meat market, a furniture depart- 
ment and a coal yard—for it recently 
acquired a coal mine. The clothing depart- 
ment is largely a clothing factory as well 
as a sales department. It employs jobless 
women to make the clothes and it pays 
them in scrip. 


HE furniture repair department also 

provides work for a number of men 
who receive scrip for their labor and are 
glad to get it. Merchants in various lines 
have been glad to sell their merchandise to 
the exchange for this same scrip. One 
music house recently sold the exchange 40 
pianos and 20 or more radios on the scrip 
basis. Scrip in Salt Lake City is becoming 
almost as good as money. 

The N. D. A. now buys sheep from the 
farmers with scrip. The wool is made into 
cloth for the clothing department. The 
pelts are tanned in the organization's own 
tannery and the leather made into shoes for 
the shoe department. The mutton is sold in 
the meat market. The workers who do the 
butchering, the tanning and the shoe mak- 
ing are paid in scrip as are the officials, 
clerks and salespeople, wages being $20 to 
$25 a week.

Jack Schaub, the Californian, said 
to have caused the largest compensa- 
tion loss for any individual case in 
the country, died last fall. He was 
injured in an industrial accident in 
1917 and at the time doctors said he 
could not live six months. He hung 
on for a goodly span of years, although 
paralyzed from the waist down, and 
the case cost the State close to $50,- 
000 for hospital and surgical care. 


OM SHINNERS, ‘‘the Sunshine 
Man” of Passaic, New Jersey, 
also died last year. His case 
was similar to that of Schaub, ex- 
cept that he was known to thou- 
sands of world celebrities, many of 
whom visited him in the _ hospital. 
He was bedridden 21 years following 
an industrial accident. 

Miss Karla Gutchreien, German 
dancer, had her eleventh auto accident 
last year. 

Many of last year’s accidents were 
not without their humorous angles. 

One was r2ported from a hospital in 
Wilkes-Barre. The patient, a miner, 
went home with a dynamite cap in 
his pocket. Tired out, he sat down 
heavily in a chair. 

The cap exploded, the chair was rid- 
dled and so was a* large part of the 
victim’s dorsal area. But the shock 
corrected a nervous ailment, resulting 
in lost memory, 
which had troubled 
him for years. 

Then there was 
the young Missou- 
rian who was toy- 
ing with a_ .22- 
caliber pisto) Wien 
a fly perched on 
his knee. For some 
strange reason, 
he took careful aim 
at the visitor and 
fired. The _ bullet 
hit his kneecap. 

Two youngsters

The barn, a bin of wheat 
and a horse burned at a loss of $5000.

Similar havoc was caused in Lynn, 
Massachusetts, when a motorist tried 
to take a nap and drive at the same 
time. His car hit a hydrant, releasing 
a torrent of water, and then glanced 
off to hit a telegraph pole carrying 
high tension wires. 

A drawbridge operated by the wires 
was temporarily crippled, street lights 
in the manufacturing district were ex- 
tinguished and the wires set fire to the 
automobile.

A priest in Naples, Italy, also had 
an odd accident recently——but it saved 
his life instead of harming him. 

The priest jumped from a railway 
carriage at a station and started to 
cross the tracks, not noticing a live 
third rail in his path. Just as he was 
about to step-on it he tripped over his 
own suitcase—and as a result, fell 
clear over the rail and landed safely 
on the other'side. A train came by, 
but he lay flat and escaped injury; 
and, a moment later, walked away un- 
harmed, ° 

And so the story goes on, day after 
day and year after year. Early esti- 
mates of the National Safety Council 

indicate that the 
year 1932 saw 90.,- 
000 Americans acci- 
dentally killed and 
9,090,000 accident- 
ally injnred.

“After the news of the kidnaping 
got out,’”’ Ward recalls, ‘‘we received 
close to 600 letters from all parts of 
the country purporting to be from the 
kidnapers. Some were from crack- 
brained persons such as always bob 
up in these cases. Others were from 
sharpers who thought they might 
trick us into paying for something 
they couldn’t deliver. Some of these 
fake letters were pretty horrible; 
there were offers to send a lock of 
Billy's hair or a hand of a foot to 
prove the writers really had the boy.

It said, as nearly as Ward re- 
inmembers: ‘‘We saw vou at Ashtabula. 
That was a test. We saw you had no 
detectives with you and believe you 
will earry out your part of the agree- 
ment. Now go to Youngstown @nd 
take a train for Cleveland. Leave the 
train at Wilson avenue and take a 
cross-town car to St. Clair avenue. In 
a drug store at that corner you will 
find a letter addressed to ‘John 
Hayes,’ with vour final instructions.”’ 


HIS message came from Cleve- 
land and contained a letter from 
Billy. The boy told of being held 
prisoner in a shack in the woods and 
of suffering from hunger and cold. He 
described his captors, a man and a 
woman. And he begged his parents to 
hurry and get him home. It was 
learned later that this letter had been 
dictated by the kidnapers and con- 
tained misleading statements as to 
their appearance and the place where 
thev were staying. 

Whitla, counseled by Detective 
Ward, again followed instructions. At 
the Cleveland drugstore to which he 
had been directed he received the let- 
ter to ‘John Hayes.’ This, according 
to Ward's recollection, read just about 
as follows: “Take an _ east-bound 
street car from here; leave the car at 
Sixty-third street and walk one block 
south. There you will find a news- 
stand. Leave the package of money 
there for ‘William Hayes.’ Then go 
to the Hollenden Hotel and wait in 
Parlor A, where your son will be de- 
livered to you.”

Antonio Scotti Retires After a Notable Career.

NEW YORK. 

NTONIO SCOTTI, 
world-famous bari- 
tone and veteran of 
$3 seasons with the 
Metropolitan Opera 
Company, sang his 
last operatic role 
Friday night. On 
the same stage 
ioe upon which he 
made his debut in 1899, he made his 
farewell appearance, singing his favor- 
ite part—that of Chim-Fen, the opium 
den proprietor in Franco Leoni’s 
“L’Oracolo."’ Scotti is quitting the 
opera for good. He will be 67 next 
Wednesday. 

“It breaks my heart,"’ he says, ‘“‘but 
I am getting old and I want to retire

while there is yet time; retire before 
I break up.” 

Scotti is going back to his nailve Na- 
ples soon to spend the remainder of 
his life. Maybe he will sing a little 
for the homefolks now. They have 
never heard him sing in Naples. At 
least not in opera. -Some of them used 
to hear him sing in chureh when he 
was young. That was where he dis- 
covered he had an extraordinary voice. 


E WAS studying for the 
H priesthood when he made the 

discovery, and it caused him 
to change his plans. Instead of 
pursuing the study of church dog- 
ma, he began studying voice under 
Madame Trifari Pagannini. His op- 
eratic debut, in which he sang the 
baritone part of Amonasro in ‘‘Aida”™ 
at the Teatro Reale in Malta, Novem- 
ber 1, 1889, was so successful that he 
immediately was signed for an appear- 
ance at Milan. During the next 10 
years he sang suécessively in Verona, 
Rome, Turin, Buenos Aires, Monte- 
video, Rio de Janeiro, Madrid, Mos- 
cow, Odessa, Warsaw, Trieste, Santiago 
and London, his famine mounting with 
the years and his honorarium climbing 
from less than 100 lire a performance 
to sums in four figures. His roles in- 
cluded virtually all the important bari- 
tone parts in any active repertoire. 

His debut in London was made in 
Covent Garden in 1899, and his Don 
Giovanni took the operatic world by 
storm. He was engaged at once for 
the Metropolitan, and there he re- 
mained season after season. Very few 
members of the Metropolitan have re- 
tained the popularity and maintained 
their artistic standards as Antonio 
Scotti has done. When the silver an- 
niversary of his debut with the Metro- 
politan was celebrated in December,

1924, Giulio Gatti-Casazza, the com- 
pany’s famous director, made the 
statement that it was the first time 
in operatic annals an artist had 
sung for 25 years as a member of 
a single company. And during those 
years, instead of growing stale, in- 
stead of deteriorating, Scotti had de- 
veloped both as singer and interpreter 
and had centered every effort upon 
becoming each year a finer artist. 

Strange to say, Scotti climbed the 
operatic heights without what the op-~ 
eratic world would call a first-class 
Many singers heard in his 
time have been blessed with better 
equipment. But he made up for this 
lack by his technical command, his su- 
perb tone coloring and his capacity for 
expressive nuance and declamation. He 
was in every sense a finished singer— 
and besides all that, was one of the 
best actors who ever trod the Metro- 
politan stage. He was nearly always 
the villain on the stage, as most oper- 
atic baritones are, but he made the 
feminine hearts flutter by the great- 
ness of his art. Offstage he was any- 
thing but a villain. Many loved him 
—and still do, for that matter—tfor 
his loyalty and unaffected modesty. 
He made and kept many great friend- 
ships in his time. 


great friends. For many years 

he and Caruso had the corner 
suites on the eighth and ninth floors, 
respectively, of the old Knicker- 
bocker Hotel at Times Square. 
Later, when Caruso was desperate- 
ly ill at the Vanderbilt Hotel, Scotti 
spent whole days at his bedside. 
Sometimes he left just in time for a 
performance and rushed back at its 
close, without even removing his make- 
up. It was Scotti who was responsible 
for Caruso’s first appearance at Co- 
vent Garden, and he was -partly re- 
sponsible for the great tenor’s connec- 
tion with the Metropolitan. He told 
the correspondent about it the other 
day. 

“Do you know,” he asked, ‘‘that it 
was I who signed Caruso for his first 
season at Covent Garden? Higgins, 
the direetor, asked me whether I knew 
a good lyric tenor. I had only one 
name to suggest—-Caruso. Higgins 
said Caruso would want too much, but 
gave me power to negotiate the con- 
tract. He said he could pay 80 pounds 
a performance at the most. 1 said ‘All 
right.’ I saw Caruso. I made my sug- 
gestion and gaid this was not a@ case 
for bargaining. 

“‘*Are you crazy?’ Caruso shouted. 
‘I get 2500 lire at the Scala. Go to 
London for only 2000? No!’ 

“Tf you have not sung at Covent 
Garden,’ I said, ‘you are not a great 
artist. Come and sing. Make a suc- 
cess. Then you will get everything.’ 

‘Finally he agreed and, naturally, 
his debut in London was a smashing 
success. One day it occurred to him 
that he had a right to be angry for 
getting so little. He exploded. 

‘“*You low Neapolitan,’ he cried—- 
and remember, he was a Neapolitan 
himself—‘you bring me here to get the 
salary of a baritone.’ 

‘‘Later on | proposed the name of 
Caruso to Conried for the Metropolli- 
tan. But I did not make the contract 
this time.” 

Scotti dragged out an old scrapbook 

he likes to look back through that 
scrapbook—and ‘explained regretfully 
why it was his native city had never 
heard him sing in opera. He dug out 
an old contract he had signed in the 
long ago of 1892 for a season with 
the San Carlo Opera in Naples. One 
of the terms stipulated was that he 
was to be “primo baritono assoluto.”’ 
But this contract was not destined to 
be fulfilled, It happened that on_ his 
return to Italy from his second season 
in Buenos Aires he found that Bat- 
tistiri had been engaged for some ap- 
pearinces in Naples. He protested.

Abounding in hot- 
cha songs, gammy 
jokes and a lavish 
display of female epidermis, it embod- 
jied—that seems to be the word—dis- 
tinctly advanced ideas of entertain- 
ment, even for these broad-minded 
days. 

But in the midst of these flagrantly 
modern doinzs there was a strange in- 
terlude. A scene had just been brought 
to a triumphant close with a gentle- 
man kicking a lady, and a languorous 
beauty was preparing backstage to 
play upon the esthetic sensibilities of 
the audience by alluring manipulations 
of her diaphanous draperies, when the 
orchestra struck up a tune of a type 
unfamiliar to this generation. And for 
a brief period the 1890’s held the stage. 

A tallish, spare woman, past middle 
uge, wearing a long dress of dark ma- 
terial, strode from the wings. She 
smiled brightly and began to sing a 
song titled ‘“‘Before and After.’"’ The 
song was about kissing and might 
have been considered slightly daring if 
rendered at a Sunday School rally 50 
vears azo. Aza she sang the chorus the 
singer marched back and forth across 
the stage with long strides, clapping 
her hards. She blithely ignored hoots 
and eatealls. She held her own compe- 
tently. too, against the orchestra; by 
neglecting the tune a little she made 
her voice clearly audible above the ac- 
companiment, and she managed to fin- 
ish two beats ahead of {t. She retired 
with a sweeping bow. 

Then a shorter, plumper woman, ap- 
purently about the same age, came on. 
“he, too, wore a dress that extended 
down to her heels, but it was pink and 
there were pink ribbons in her light 
brown hair. She launched at once in- 
to a monologue on “The Modern 


‘Young Man’ — a sprightly discourse 


dealing with such ludicrous foibles as 
«moking and interest in football, and 
delivered gaily, even archly, with per- 
fectly synchronized gestures. A va- 
riety of forms of ‘‘the bird’’ from out 
front failed to interrupt or disconcert 
her. She talked merrily on to the end. 

Then the two performers did a final 
turn together. The singer had changed 
her costume, and now appeured as a 
jaunty man-aboul-town, wearing a 
short topcoat of a kind that was all 
the rage among snappy dressers about 
the time President McKinley was inau- 
gurated, They sang a rollicking top- 
ical song in the jolliest possible man- 
ner. It was a special version of that 
popular number (in 1896 or there- 
about), ‘‘Ta-ra-ra, Boom-de-ay."’ They 
did a few dance steps and beat time 
With hands and feet. The audience:

When the song was finished 
the entertainers backed off the stage, 
graciously blowing kisses and followed 
by a ribald uproar which included 
probably 29 difterent renditions of the 
Bronx cheer. 

The famous Cherry sisters had re- 
turned to St. Louis. After an absence 
ot a decade or so Miss Effie and Miss 
Addie were back to play a week’s en- 
gagement in the city where they first 
successfully provoked the jeers of met- 
ropolitan audiences. Their last pre- 
vious appearance here had been at 
least 10 years ago, to the best of their 
recollection. 


in the nineties, when the Iowa 

girls were just beginning to be 
known outside their own state, they 
were brought to St. Louis by Ollie 
Hagan, now dead, and put on at Hag- 
an’s Opera House, which stood at 
Tenth and Pine streets. 

That act was hilariously received, 
skilfully exploited as it was by 
Hagan. And it wasn't long before 
the Cherry Sisters were on Broad- 
way and. were being acclaimed as 
the world’s worst actresses. On the 
strength of that reputation they have 
been appearing on the stage internfit- 
tently ever since. In recent years they 
have played few engagements outside 
of Iowa and little has been heard of 
them by the world at large. 

Not long ago word came from their 
home town, Cedar Rapids, that mis- 
fortune had befallen the Cherry 
Sisters; that their bakery business had 
been a failure, that they had been dis- 
possessed of their home, that they 
were “down and out” financially, and 
were trying to recoup their fortunes. 

When asked about this the other 
day, the sisters were both amused and 
indignant.

“Yes, we know about this story,’ Ef-

bers of the N. D. A. in Salt Lake 
City and it is estimated that some 
15,000 persons are enabled 
through its barter system to ob- 
tain a livelihood. 

Last September, the barter sys- 
tem was adopted in several sec- 
tions of Oregon under supervision 
of state officials. The exchanges 
were, for most part, direct trades 
of wholesale quantities of food- 
stuffs. The southern part of the 
State and the mid-Columbian 
areas had a surplus of fruit: Kla- 
math and Deschutes counties had 
a surplus of potatoes. 

Eastern Oregon had more 
grain than it could dispose of in 
the market, and the. salmon 
canning region had an excess 
of fish. 

These districts were able to bal- 
ance things by turning over 


the surpluses to their county 
representatives for exchange. 

In many sections of North Da- 
kota wheat has been used as a 
medium of exchange for the last 
year. Subscriptions for the week- 
ly newspaper, club dues, school 
tuition, groceries, hardware and 
even used automobiles have been 
paid for with wheat. In Missouri, 
Iowa, Illinois and Arkansas, and 
particularly the Ozark section of 
Missouri and Arkansas, millers 
have returned to the toll system 
and are accepting grain in ex- 
change for flour and corn 
meal, the miller taking a speci- 
fied share of the grain for grind- 
ing it.

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Use rather stiff cardboard, such as the top of a laundry box, for mounting. Cut out'the half-page picture above and soak for a few moments in cold water. Remove and lay on pad of 6ld newspapers. Using another newspaper as a 
blotter, soak up the surplus moisture. Coat reverse side of picture with well-mixed flour paste, having no lumps. Put another thin coat of paste on the cardboard, then mount picture. Again using old newspapers, press gently but 
firmly over the entire surface to flatten out any air pockets. Last, give the picture a few rolls with the kitchen rolling pin. When the paste is nearly dry, it is a good idea to place a weight, say a flatiron or two, upon the mount. 


If carefully done, it will dry as flat and tight as a drum head. An old safety razor blade, mounted in proper kind of handle, is ideal for cutting puzzle into sections. A pair of good scissors will serve almost as well. Cut along 
the lines as carefully as possible. , |
